THE RIGHTS OF FRANCE. 


M. Poincare’s Statement of Policy. 


Paris, January 19. 

M. Poincare in a statement of policy to the Sena e and Chamber 
said. “We shall be very happy if the Anglo-French Pact, destined to 
consolidate peace, is skartly signed. We have nodoubt that as itis 

_ to bene St both it wrll be concluded on a footing of perfect equality 
and will maintain intact treaty guarantees, At the same time 
we must confer with Italy and Britain with a view to endeavouring 
to prevent tesumption of Turco-Greek hostilities in the East in order, 
in accord with our Allies, to reap the advantages of the Angora 
Convention and finally to bring peace to the gates of Earope, 
enabling us more freely to carry out our mandate i in Syria.” 

. The Reparations Problem. 

In conclusion; M. Poincare declared that the r-psrations 
problem dominated everything. If Germany did no: meet her 
obligations it was the opinion of the Reparations Commission that 
measures mus: be considered, iscluding the establishment of 
effective control of Germany's budget, paper issues and exports, 
while. so long as disarmament and the punishment of war criminals 
was not carried out, the existing sanctions must be retained and 
fresh ones taken. 

Referring to the Genes Conference M. Poincare said that 
France would igsist, before any discussion, on acceptance or refusal 
by the delezates of the conditions of the Cannes protocol and upon 
there being no direct or indirect disccssion of treaties. Failing 
definite guarantees on this regard, France would be obliged to re- 
sume freedom «faction. He concluded by appealing to parliament 
tojuphold the rights of France.

A charge levelled against the 
Vice-Chancellor of Oxford that he 
banned a University Lateur Club 
meeting this term is replied to by 
Mr J. R. H, Weaver, junior 
proctor. “It is most unjast to 
say that the Vice-Chancellor has 
discriminated unfairly,” he told 2 
Press repregentative. ‘“At the 
beginning of the term the Vice- 
Chancellor’ said there were too 
many ‘distractions for under- 
graduates, and.he was anxious 
that they should ‘be-kept within 
limits.

Action 
will, however, be deferred- regarding the fourth clause ender which 
the Powers would submit to the Board concessions appearing in- 
consistent with other concessions and the principle of the Open 
Boor. 

ik is understood that the Japanese and French delegates ob- 
jected to the clause and desired farther discussion, the French 
suggesting an amendment to prevent interference with existing con- 
cessions. Mr, Saidehara declared that Mr. Hughes” definition of the 
Open Door was wider than that of John Hay in 1889. Concessions 
obtained in China since 1899 should therefore not te subject to 
new definition, a 

The Americana proposed 4 resolution hoping that future deve- 
lopment of railways in China would enable Chinese to effect their 
consolidation into one Chinese controlled system, with provision for 
foreign financial and technical assistance, if necessary.

troe faith and altegiance to the 
canstitutton of the Irish Free 
State,” swears alsothat he “will 
be fa thfu} to his Majesty Eiog 
George V and his heirs and 
successors in virtue of the com- 
mon citizenship of Ireland with 
Great Britain and her adherence 
to and membership of the group 
of nations forming the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.” 

The Irishman also of his own 
fres will pledges himself to cer-

to the military and naval security 
Of the two countries in their 
special_circumstances._ of... pro- 
pinquity. Abare sll common 
citizenship and common member-

forming the British Common- 
wealth of Nations” is affirmed 
and accepted again ofits own free 
will by the “Irish Free State.” 
That carries with it common 
foreign policy and membership of 
the Imperia! Conference which 
now ennually -deliberates upon 
this policy. 

So st length Great Britain ap- 
plies near homes the principles 
which have enabled the Domin: 
ions to remain a united family 
though each asserts the perfect 
freedom of its own Free State. 
The British .Commonwealth has 
throughout been ao actof faith 
and it is to-day, a lesgue of 
Nations without the binding ob- 
ligations of article X. The Irish 
settlement isin all essentials an 
act of faith but the Irish “ oath 
of faith and allegiance” endea- 
vours for the first time, so far as 
am aware, to express’this gov- 
erniog principle in = legal in- 
atroment. 

It will be of profound interest 
hereafter toa learn the details of 
the long debate which has brought 
the parties to agree on this form 
of words, but the ingenuity which 
incorporates it in a treaty, there- 
by acknowledging the voluntary 
nature of the allegiance offered, 
and which avoids subordination 
to the sovereign of Great Britain 
whils swearing fealty to bim in 
virtue of common citiz2aship, is 
lanrely deserving of alipraise. It 
bas been suggested at various 
times tkat the Irish might ac- 
kpvowledgo tha Kitg as King of 
Ireland, while ignoring his King- 
sbip of Braat Britain, but this 
allegiance founded on common 
citizanship is altogether a larger 
and mere generous conception 
and will, E am convinced, be 
more acceptable to the people of 
Great Britain.

“GBS.” AS ORACLE. 


Mr. Harold Begbie, it appears, has been giving vent 
to some plain speaking about Mr. Bernard Shaw, and so 
our Kobe contemporary the Jupsn Chronicle pours the vials 
of its wrath upon the head of the firat-named writer. The 
Chronicle suggests that Mr. Begbie adopted the vein ex- 
hibited in the article “simply to be popular.” presumably 
meaning to attract attention. Mr. Begbie (who is general- 
y believed 1 i 

treet ") has such excellent standing himself that-he prob- 
ably does not need to trade upon the reputation of even 
a celebrity as “G.B.S.” Our contemporary proceeds to 
intimate that Mr. Begbie exemplifies the type of writer 
le. thing. He does, though not in 
the uncomplimentary sense intended by our contempor- 
ary, so far as our judginent goes after having read several 
of his writings. ‘He saw that there was a large demand 
for'religious literature very ill-supplied,” says the Chronicle, 
s0 Mr. Begbie set out to “work the piety lay, and has 
succeeded toa marvel.” ~ 

We do not know how the position stands in regard to 
the Chroniele’s assertion that Mr. Begbie has not “an ounce 
of piety,” but we do think that another assertion by our 
contemporary, that “Shaw is too big a subject for Begbie.” 
is open to challenge. likewise the reference to Mr. 
Begbie as being of “contemptible” calibre and to, Mr. 
Shar as too exalted to be a subject for criticism. In his 
particular line Mr. Shaw is such a remarkably clever man 
that one does feel almost guilty of presumption is speakio 
of hitn even in the Jaudatory way, but at one time an 
another he has publicly indulyed in statements which 
nobody, and certainly not a writer of Mr. Begbie's ability, 
need be under any restraint in criticising. As one ex- 
ample it may ba mentioned that not long’ since “ G.B.S." 


-afirmed that'a single declaration of Gladstone ia allusion 


to agricultural labourers sufficed to prove his Radicalism a 
sham. It speedily transpired that the words attributed 
to Gladstone were those of his old opponent, Disraeli: 
Apparently Mr. Shaw deemed it quite uonéeessary to offer 
any atiend to the shade of the “ G.O.M.” 

Avother instance that «_mes to mind relates to an 
occasion when, speeking of Labour troubles, Mr. Shaw 
intimated that, so far from the workers being to ‘blame in 
asking for more, any°man who did not stipulate for at 
feast ten pounds a week wasadifier. This was in pre- 
war days, before the standand of values had been inflated 
to recent levels. Countless bundreds and thousands were 
working for thirty-five, thirty, or twenty-five shillings per 
week, inany for even less; and, deplorable as was such a 
state of affairs, the fact remains that if the national 
income had been, shared out to the last halfpenny it would 


‘ not bave yielded anything like the sum mentioned by Mr. 


Shaw... Even in regard to the drama, “G. B.S.” can say 
silly as well as witty ‘things.

There 
willbe general approval of the 
action af the Government in 
maintaining a Hmited service of 
boats to Canton, -for this 
procedure cannot be interpreted 
as one aimed at the breaking up 
of the strike. Is is because the 
carriage of foodstuffs to Hong- 
kong is essential to the pubdlic 
welfare of the Colony that the 
Government bas decided to take 
this step—s step which has 
plenty of precedent to justify it 
We should.also like to see the 
Macao Government follow, suit, 
for ig wes pointed out to vs 
yesterday by = friend who is just 
hack from the neighbouring 
Colony that a goodls p oportion 
of our sopplies are catned on 
b atson this run. A prominent 
mamber of the Committee of the 
Society St. Viccent de Paul-—an 
organisationatwassin clase touch 
with the poor of tha Culony— 
has drawn our “attention ‘to 
the fact that, owing to the 
rise in prices of market produce, 
the poor of this Colony sre tn- 
doubtedly suffering hardship. He 
was strongly in favour of the 
Government runnicg boats for 
food supplies, and we think there 
will be little criticism forthcoming 
against the Government's action 
in that direction. So ‘long as the 
Calony is able to secure the aup- 
plies jt needs, the Governmont’s 
duty is ended. It is no part of 
the Government's function to ia- 
terfere.with the dispute between 
the men and the Companies and 
we ara sure that the authorities 
will continue to act ina msoner 
which will leave no room fora 
charge of this sort to be made 
against them. . Tha sesmen will 
doubtless protest against the 
Governrcent’s action as it will 
make a sattlement of the strike 
less urgent than otherwise it 
would have b2en. 


The Union Attitude. 

As we pointed out two days 
ago, we cannot help thinking 
that the Union has advised its 
members wrongly. The men 
should returo to work. That 
is our confirmed opioion. And 
we say thes not simply -be- 
causa we wish to aee. this 
strike settled. A simple review 
of the main facts will lead all to 
that viewpoint, we think. When 
the strike was firsc cailed and 
when arbitration’ was suggested. 
the Union said it was willirg to 
arbitrate, bnt that it ought to have 
some kind of sa offer from ‘the 
Companies first. The employers 
met, and, after consjderation, sug- 
gested a scale of increases which 
they were willing to psy right 
away. And it was added, 
in the cleares: of language, 
that if the offer was not 
acceptable to the men ag a per- 
manent basis of settlement any 
outdtanding points could go to & 
Board of Arbitration. Surely, 
that met the Union's objection. 
Bat what happened? The Union 
backed out of its promise, saying 
that the suggested increases were 
not sofficient, at the-same time 
making’ cougter-proposals. In 
other words, instead of adopting 
the principle of arbitration they 
have stood pat for bargaining or, 
as our Amzsrican friends, would 
say, @ “dicker.” It is easy. to 
voderstand Low a deadlock bas 
been reached. 


A Step Suggested. 
Yesterday -aftarncon the Hon. 
Mr. E. R. Ballifax intimated that 
he had heard nothing further 
from the Guild. We hope he 
soon’ will. It was not conducive 
to a settlement of the strike, we 
think, that the employers should 
have withdrawn their offer, no 
matter whetber it was rejected 
or not.

with the Iaternational Conven- 
tion requirements. She will carry 
about 10,750 tons deadweight, 
and is propelled by twin-serew 
double reduction geared turbines. 

The steamer is fitted with 
accommodation for about 120 
first-class passengers and 40 
second-class passengers, whilst 
there are a number of berths 
which can be osed aither 
for first or second-class 
passengers. The public rooms for 
the first-class passengers inclade 
a large dining saloon with seats 
for 126 persons, whilst on the 
promenade deck above are large 
and peatly-fitted: smoking and 
music rooms, and there is a large 
extent of clear deck space for 
games and recreation. The 
second-class passengers are pro- 
sided with a dining saloon with 
seats for T4 persons, also com- 
fortabla smoking and music 
rocms and ample promenade deck 
space. The captain's accom- 
modation, together with the 
chartroom are on the navigating 
bridge, aud the officers, engineers.

Some of its Limitations, 
prof Giles, tha well-known 
Sinologue, writes to the Times:— 

The so-called” new Chinese 
script” has lately attracted & 
considerable amaquat af attention 
in the Press, buat. so far, I have 
not ssen any sarious attempt to 
explain the nature, or to define 
the real scope, of this system of 
shorthand. The accounts bitherto 
published hava been mostly con- 
fined to generalities, making up in 
enthusiasm for what they lacked 
in accuracy. Even the inter- 
view with an- acknowledged au- 
thority. ike Professor Hopkyn 
Rees, contains the wery misleading 
statement (yuoted without com- 
ment} that within a few weeks, 
by the aid of the new national 
script, one can learn, to read or- 
dinary books. Now, the trath of 
the matter 1s that the now script 
will never enable anyone to read 
a single work at preaont existing 
in Chinese literature. This ise 
aweeping assertion, the. grounds 
for which I will will try to make 
clear as briefly as possible. 

Chinese, as everybody knows, 
is a monoayllabic language in 
which the words are written 
down sscharacters—independent 
nits, not farther divisible into 
letters, and standing primarily 
for ideas. The new script, on the 
other hand, is composed of simple 
signs which are not ideographic 
but phonetic; they represent 
either initials or finals, which in 
combination ‘indicate the «ound 
of s whole word. . Thus, chu is 
expressed by the sign for ch 
followed by the sign for u, feng 
by ¢ < ang. and so on. A few 
peculiar sounds are tendered by 
a single sign, while others require 
three (eg. ch x» ou aay), but 
thiais an noimportent detail. The 
total number of Chinese spoken 
syllables is remarkably. small—in 
the Pekingese dialect only about 
400—s0 -that it has been found 
possible to express every souod 
in the language by moans of only 
40 signs altogether. This sounds 
wonderful enough, bat it must 
be remembered that exactly the 
same result can be achieved by 
ordinary romanisation—usiog the 
26 betters of our alphabet. 

By the adiition of certain 
marks to indicate the “tones” 
{inflexions of the voice)in which 
these syllables are to be pro- 
nounced, the spoken language of 
China can be reduced to writing 
which. after a little practice, is 
capable of baing read and undor- 
stood. The spoken language, be 
it observed: not the language in 
which books are written, for the 
two are about as different as 
chalk and cheese, Chinese, 
though poor in sounds, is very 
tieh in words, and consequently 
every sound has to do duty fora 
large number of words with total- 
ly different meanings. In com- 
mon speech ambiguity is avoided 
by the use of suffixes, reduplica- 
tions, word-pairs, and what not; 
but in the book language, includ- 
ing every kind of literature from 
the classics down to modern 
journalism, no such devices are 
nsed: they are upnecesgary, every 
word baing distinguished by # 
reparate character. A page of 
Chinese may be quite intelligible 
to one who does net know the 
pronunciation of a single char- 
aster; indeed, Chinese characters 
are pronounced very differently 
by Japanese, or even by natives 
of different parts of China itself, 
yet they convey the same mean- 
ing to all. But substitute for the 
characters a purely. phonetic 
system such as this new short 
hand, and chaos is come again! 
You may read the sound fi, bot 
you cannot tell whether it stands 
fora pear ora plum ora chest 
nut, fora village, an official, a 
shoe, or a carp, for principles or

curious fact, not: commonly 
realised by the lucky inberitors 
of a polysyllabie tongue, that 
literary Chinese cannot be read 
aloud with pleasure or profit to 
any except the"reader himself. 
He would be totally unintelligible 
to his audience untess he translat- 
éd each sentence into colloquial 
as be wentalong. . .

Missionary’s View. 

Dr. Alexander’ Paul, who has 
been in the Christian church 
mission field in north China 
since 1896,is in Manila attending 
the annual meeting of the 
Christian church there. He said 
that the military governors in 
the provinces are China’s greatest 
curse, and that” fifty” Britishers 
and Americans, if allowed to deal 
with the Chinese people direct, 
could make Chins one of the 
soundest countries in the werld 
in twenty years.”

present low state. He believes
